tions of the Newark City ordinances 
relating to garbage and rubbish: 


Secton...!.... The word "garbage" as 


herein us.ed'jshaH be taken to mean 
all kitchen' refuse, vegetables, meat, 
and similar, offal, or anything what- 
soever that will or may decompose 
and become offensive or dangerous to 
the health of .the inhabitants. 


Sec. 
2. The term "rubbish" as 


herein, use,d shallhe taken.1 to mean 
;Urt, trees or parts thereof, substances 
of glass, crockery, metal, rag, straw, 
paper., leather, or ashes or trash what- 
soever other than garbage. 


Rubbish set out for city collections 


must not contain any garbage, filthy 
or offensive matter, as such sub- 
stances cannot be taken care of at the 
rubbish dump and will not be hauled 
by the "clean up" teams, but will be 
left for the one setting same out tor 
collection.

States and Huerta would suspend 
military operations, the only reser- 
vation made by the United States be- 
ing that it would be free to repel any 
'attacks. • But Carrairza 'still held 
aloof from any suspension of hostili- 
ties between him and the Mexican. 
federal forces. All efforts, therefore, 
were directed to have the truce in- 
clude • the warring elements in North- 
ern'Mexico, as well as-those of the 
United States and Huerta. 


The work of mediators, it was

what the final attitude of Carranza:

That Confronting Nation-at Outbreak 
of Spanish War—Machinery of Army 
and

Broken.

Washington, May 1.—[Special.]—"For 


the first time in the history of the 
United States when war commenced 
the country is prepared to a certain ex- 
tent." was a remark made by aii otfi- 
cer at the w,u- department'

commencement of the Spanish . war. 
the absolute chaos which reigned ev- 
erywhere in regard to the movement 
of trot-ps, the supplies ot ammunition 
and ordnance and the commissary and 
medical supplies taught the army offi- 
cers a lesson. They profited by* it so 
far as they were able to do so. hud as 
a result the army of the United States 
was prepared to more and do some- 
thing in, case of a sudden -war. •

because the troops .had been mobilized 
at Galvestou. If the troops had been 
scattered in the various posts in every 
section of the country it would have 
taken two weeks to have assembled 
them at any port for shipment when 
they were needed.
